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Bibles, Testaments and Gospels for Soldiers and 
Sailors 


HE January RECORD contained (page 4) two Special Appeals: one for $10,000 with 
which to furnish Scriptures for American soldiers on the Mexican border, and the other 
for $10,000 for our European “‘War Fund.” This ‘““War Fund” is not the same as that made 
up of moneys sent to the Society by the World’s Sunday School Association (American 
Branch), which it received in ‘‘ Nickel”’ gifts from Sunday-school children of the United States. 
These Sunday-school gifts are only to be used to furnish Testaments or Gospels—not Bibles. 
The “War Fund” can provide Bibles also; but it is now reduced to $400. We now find it 
necessary to repeat and somewhat modify this twofold appeal. The Society should be in a 
position to furnish promptly soldiers and sailors of the United States with Bibles, Testaments 
and Gospels, not only on the Mexican border, but wherever they may be needed. It, there- 
fore, asks for at least $20,000 for this purpose. It renews its appeal for $10,000 to its 
European ‘War Fund,”’ which can be used for European soldiers in the field, in hospitals or 
in prison camps. 

The Society’s general funds are so heavily drawn upon that it cannot meet these obliga- 
tions, unless the American public will put into its hands the sums asked for. Contributions 
made for the “War Fund” in Europe or for American soldiers, sailors and National Guards- 
men should be sent to William Foulke, Treasurer, Bible House, Astor Place, New York. The 
“Nickel” gifts of Sunday-school children should not be sent to the Bible House, but as 


heretofore to the World’s Sunday School Association, Metropolitan Tower, New York. 


How the *‘ Holy Books”’ are Handled 
in France 

Dr. Bertrand, Secretary of the Bible Society 
of France, sends us a batch of letters descrip- 
tive of the actual distribution of Bibles, New 
Testaments and Gospels. The American Bible 
Society, as stated above, furnished money for 
Bibles (as well as Testaments and portions), 
and Dr. Bertrand reports that he has distrib- 
uted with this money during the year 1916 
10,785 copies in all. His brother, Pasteur 
Bertrand, of the Reformed Church of Paris, 
writes as follows: 

“Vou supplied us with a certain number of 
Holy Books, giving thanks to the American 
Bible Society. The Gospels, Bibles and New 
Testaments have been distributed in the 
trenches through some of my parishioners, 
one of whom is an officer on the front. Here 
is an extract from their accounts: 

_ “A chaplain, Mr. Faivre, noticing the 
prostration of a soldier of the invaded coun- 
tries, without any news of his family, wanted

to get him in connection with an under-officer 
of my parishioners. He had indicated the 
cantonment of this under-officer and his 
description to the soldier; but when this 
latter one arrived at the trench he had 
before him two or three under-officers—among 
whom it was quite impossible for him to 
recognize the ‘““Huguenot.’’ Not daring to 
call upon them, he had recourse to an 
ingenious stratagem to make himself known. 
He began to hum in a low voice the hymn: 
“ Debout, sainte cohorte,” and then went on his 
way. At once my parishioner followed this 
song of praise and found the soldier. Since 
that they have been able to read together the 
Bible and pray—until their separation. 
“Tater on, this same under-officer shared 
the same trench screen cagnva with a Basque 
soldier. As he had the habit of reading the 
Bible and of leaving it in his cagna, he caught, 
one day, the Basque reading the holy books. 
He had with this man, very pious and a 
Roman Catholic, good conversations. He 
had noticed that before lying down in his 
blanket to sleep the Basque went out every 
evening. A close intimacy being settled

between them, he asked him what was the 
reason of his imprudent going out. “I go 
out to pray,’”’ said the Basque, “‘and recom- 
mend myself to God, as I think my prayer 
standing is more respectful than if, like you, 
I say it lying down on the earth.”’ 

“““Last month this same under-officer had 
under his orders a prisoner, a German 
professor and former student in the Sorbonne 
and the Theological Faculty of Paris. This 
prisoner, seeing him meditating on his Bible, 
supplicated him to get him a Bible ‘‘Version 
synodale.’’ The Society sends him one now. 

“““A Roman Catholic officer, an engi- 
neer, asked the same under-officer to se- 
cure him a Bible, and we had the pleasure 
of sending him this double gift. 

“““One year before the war, a man (a 
mason by trade), of Roman Catholic con- 
nection, came to our church of Mont- 
martre, with his wife and three children. 
When he was mobilized I gave him a 
pocket Gospel. .He read it on the front, 
and as his seriousness and calm _ struck 
one of his companions, this one asked 
him how it was. He answered that he 
took all his courage from the Word of 
God. His companion asked him to see 
this marvelous book, and, after the lec- 
ture, wanted to have a copy of it. We 
have sent it, and the Holy Book is all 
his comfort. 

““A “Unionist ’’ of Montmartre, also 
of Roman Catholic connection, went at 
the beginning of the war in his regiment 
of artillery, taking with him, as Viati- 
cum, a New Testament. In the midst 
of the fight in Artozs,in the intervals 
of the shooting, he was accustomed to 
take out and read his New Testament. 
Two or three of his companions were 
laughing at his meditations, which ap- 
peared to remove him from the fighting 
as to a calm desert. But under the 
rain of shells the most mocking were 
envying his peace, and one of them, the 
worst of all, took his New Testament 
and kept it for two days, and our Unionist 
thought that someone had stolen it. He 
had soon the explanation of the mystery 
when three of his companions asked him 
to procure them, each, a New Testament. 
Now when the chaplain brings together the 
soldiers for a service, these three or four 
gunners are always in the first rank, and the 
Unionist told me: “It is a happy thing that 
we are there, because we are the only Protes- 
tants in our regiment.’’ Thus these soldiers 
(all Roman Catholics) call themselves ‘ Prot- 
estants”’ only because they are reading the 
New Testament!’ ”’

The Bel-' 
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The Bible Society at Princeton University 


ORE than a hundred years ago, in 
1813, three years before the organi- 
szation of the American Bible Society, the 
‘Nassau Hall Bible Society was organized in 
| Princeton College. Its constitution, preserved 
\in the archives of the American Bible Society, 
: shows that it was formed for the purpose of pro- 
/curing and distributing Bibles ‘“‘ without notes 
or commentaries’’ among those who were un- 
able to purchase them. College and Seminary 
students co-operated init. Among its first gifts 
were 376 copies of the Bible for the United 
States ships, “Hornet,” “Congress,” “‘ Presi- 
dent,” “‘Guerriere’’ and “Constitution,” and 
the 32d Regiment, U. S. Infantry. 

Its first president was William A. McDowell, 
and as an early member of the Board of Direc- 
tors we find the name of Charles Hodge. It 
continued in existence for upward of seventy- 
five years. 

To-day, just after the conclusion of our 
Centennial year, the president of Princeton 


University, Dr. John Grier Hibben, and Mrs. 
Hibben, opened the doors of their official 
residence, ‘‘ Prospect,’ to a meeting of the 
friends of the Bible Society. The meeting 
was held on Thursday afternoon at three 
o’clock, January 25th. Invitations had been 
issued in the name.of President and Mrs. 
Hibben and the ministers of Princeton, signed 
by twenty representative men and women of 
Princeton. Notices were given from the pul- 
pits, and in the college and town newspapers. 
But no one could forecast what kind of meet- 
ing might be expected. Princeton abounds 
‘in lectures and addresses of all kinds, many 
of the very best kind, and Princeton folk have 
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“‘ PROSPECT,’’ PRINCETON UNIVERSITY 


an embarrassment of intellectual riches. A 
committee of ladies, however, had been busy 
in advance, and very successfully, for when 
the hour came a “‘capacity audience”’ gathered 
at Prospect—more than capacity—so that the 
assemblage formed an impromptu and pictur- 
esque procession across the campus to McCosh 
Hall, and the exercises were ‘held in one of 
the lecture rooms. These continued exactly 
one hour, like a college lecture. 

The spirit as well as the attendance (about 
250 persons) surpassed the hopes of the pro- 
jectors of the meeting. Dr. Hibben, presid- 
ing, referred to Elias Boudinot, for many 
years a trustee of the University (then Prince- 
ton College) and the first President of the 
Bible Society. After a prayer by Dr. Syl- 
vester W. Beach, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church, he introduced Dr. John Fox, 
one of the Secretaries of the Society. 

Dr. Fox, after acknowledging for the Bible 
Society with appreciation the courtesy and 
hospitality of Dr. and Mrs. 
Hibben and the prearrange- 
ments made by the com- 
mittee of ladies, as well as 
the evident friendliness of 
the large audience that had 
gathered, recited the facts 
as to the organization of 
the Nassau Hall Bible So- 
ciety, and of the Princeton 
Bible Society, organized a 
little later, also of the Prince- 
ton Seminary Society. 
These societies have appar- 
ently served their day and 
been laid to sleep. He 
quoted the simile of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson in one of 
his essays—‘as dead as a 
dead Bible society.’”’ It was 
not, he said, the purpose of 
this meeting to revive them in their ancient 
form, but to arouse something of the old 
spirit and enthusiasm. It is a good thing, he 
continued, to have good friends. 

The Society has 15,000 Life Members, and 
a much larger army of friends. But it is am- 
bitious to have many more friends. There 
are thousands of people in the United States 
who know nothing about it. The plan is 
to have a series of meetings like this; not 
all in Princeton, but all over the country. It 
has become more difficult than ever to geta 
hearing, even with Christian people. The 
pulpits are beset by innumerable appeals. We 
come here because Princeton is Princeton, 
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and because we began here among other 
centers of power. We know this place as 
one of the seats of the mighty—mighty in 
the Scriptures, for God and good works. 

Proceeding, Dr. Fox outlined the triple 
function of the Society: translation, publica- 
tion, circulation. It does not itself widely 
attempt translations, but it helps those who 
do, encourages them to begin and to perse- 
vere, helps pay the bill, or pays it altogether. 
This is, of course, the first thing in order. 
He then recited the facts familiar to many of 
our readers, that at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century there were but fifty-four Bible 
translations in all made since the first cen- 
tury; but that now there were at least five 
hundred and fifty languages and dialects into 
which the Bible had been translated wholly 
or partly. The Zulu Bible, 
in South Africa, the Bulu 
Bible, in West Africa, 
were striking instances. 

The publication of the 
Scriptures and their circula- 
tion calls for a large body 
of trained workmen. There 
had been in China 150 or 
200 colporteurs, but we are 
now obliged to send word 
to China that owing to a 
deplorable shortage of our 
funds they must discharge 
every paid colporteur and 
stop printing some of the 
most important editions 
until more money can be 
secured. 

The latter part of Dr. 
Fox’s speech was taken up 
with an account of the dis- 
tribution of the Scriptures, 
especially with the funds 
collected by the World’s 
Sunday School Association in America, from 
the Sunday schools, which has raised thus 
far a little over $25,000. The American 
' Bible Society receives this money and is 
responsible for seeing that the books are 
- provided and distributed. It does this largely 
through the European Bible Societies, with 
which it is in correspondence and co-oper- 
ation. The facts have been recited in the 
RECORD more than once, concerning Her 
Imperial Majesty, the Empress of Russia, and 
how she encouraged the Crown Prince to let 
his name be used, and co-operated with the 
American Sunday-school scholars so that 
every Russian soldier receiving a Testa- 
ment or Gospel would see that it comes 
from the Crown Prince “with money fur- 
nished him by an American Sunday-school 
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scholar.’’? This seemed to impress and amuse 
the audience. 

He told further of the Secretary of the 
French Bible Society, who is pleading for 
more Testaments and Gospels. He, himself, 
is a sufferer from the war, both of his sons 
being at the front and both of them badly 
wounded. On the other hand, the British and 
Foreign Bible Society has been able to retain 
the service of its Agent in Berlin (Germany) 
all through the war. The American Bible 


Society had been, through them, in touch 
with this Agent through whose good offices 
hundreds of thousands of Bibles, Testaments 
and single Gospels have been printed. 

Mr. Tucker, our Agent in Brazil, followed 
in a speech glowing with pictures of Brazil, 
where he has spent thirty years, most of the 
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time as the Agent of the Bible Society. He 
began, however, by a reference to the Portu- 
guese Revised Version now being published, 
which had been made by missionaries and 
native scholars; he also told some touching 
stories of what he has learned in Texas, 
where he had recently been speaking for the 
Society; of how our military chaplains are 
unable to furnish the Testaments needed by 
their men and eagerly desired by them in 
sufficient quantities. This, too, is due to lack 
of funds in the treasury of the Society. A 
telegram was recently received asking for 
one thousand copies; but there was no money 
to send the supply needed. 

Mr. Tucker described a voyage on the San 
Francisco River in Brazil, a stream 1,500 
miles long. He pictured the isolation, the 
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poverty and ignorance of multitudes of people 
nominally Christian, but scarcely knowing of 
ithe existence of the Bible or any part of it. 
‘This portion of his specch might have been 
‘entitled, “Roughing it on the San Francisco 
River in Brazil,’’ as he carried his audience 
' with him to those far-distant shores. 
Mr. Tucker isa Tennesseean by birth, and a 


Southern Methodist by connection—one of 


those gracious and kindly natures who belong 
to all denominations in spirit and in life. He 
finished by telling with entire simplicity of 
the prayers of his mother which had sustained 
him in his darker moments and _ hardest 
travels. He kept, he said, a little diary in 
which he recorded where he was and what 
he was doing—one of his journeys lasting 
fifty-two days and being full of hardships. 
His mother in Tennessee was accustomed 
to record in her diary the day and often the 
hour at which she had been praying for her 
boy. “I used to calculate the difference in 
time,’”” Mr. Tucker concluded, ‘‘and found 
sometimes that just when I needed it my 
mother was praying for me.’”’ The Methodist

The Readjustment of the Forces and Work 
of the Agency 


In view of the cut already made in our 
appropriation, and in anticipation of another 
possible reduction in resources early in the 
year, we made our plans for the readjustment 
of our entire force of field workers and office 
help. Under the circumstances this rearrange- 
ment, etc., affected most seriously the col- 
porteurs on regular salary. Some of these 
resigned and some were put on a commission 
basis, so that the number of regular colpor- 
teurs we have had during the year is the 
smallest in any recent year in the work of the 
Agency. We have, therefore, been forced to 


depend very largely upon the services of 


correspondents—persons who, while doing 
other religious work, have been furnished 
small consignments of books and have dis- 
posed of these on a commission basis. While 
we appreciate the work done by these and the 
sacrifices many of them have made, yet as an 
effective method for the systematic distribu- 
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warmth and the Southern warmth combined 
seemed as if it could thaw out the ice of Janu- 
ary. The best training for a good minister is 
a good mother; universities and theological 
schools can only carry on what she begins. 

After this the audience was led in the 
Lord’s Prayer by the Rev. George Williams, 
Assistant to the Rector of Trinity Church, and 
this was followed by a Collect from the Prayer 
Book, and the benediction. A few of the 
friends of the Society remained for consulta- 
tion as to how to follow up what had been 
done. ‘Follow-up campaigns”’ are just now 
the fashion and, rightly used, are a good fash- 
ion. They must be adapted carefully to the 
precise local circumstances and conditions. 
Princeton is not New York, any more than 
Oxford is London. 

Latter-day Princeton architecture strongly 
suggests Oxford, and its intellectual architec- 
ture is not unlike it, though it has its own 
quality. It is a good atmosphere for the 
Bible Society to breathe, and, on the other 
hand, the Society may be able to contribute 
something to Princeton.

tion of the Scriptures the regular colporteur 
is to be preferred. 

We have also co-operated more largely 
with missionary organizations doing work 
within this Agency.

By the most rigid economy in the matter 
of office help we have endeavored so to 
adjust the “overhead”? expenses that this 
item should not be excessive in compari- 
son with the other expenditures of the 
Agency. It has been difficult to preserve a 
true proportion in this respect, inasmuch as 
several of the items which make up the budget 
of “‘overhead’”’ charges were fixed by con- 
tract, and were not, therefore, subject to ad- 

_justment. We have, however, in every way 
possible kept down office expenses.

It records the loss by death of Miss Ethel 
Swann who had been with us in Wilmington, 
N. C., and gives this extract from one of her 
letters: 


As I passed the homes of the colored 
people, the other day, a dusky face was 
thrust from a half-open door and a voice 
asked, ‘‘Lady, are you selling Bibles?” I 
answered in the affirmative and, entering, 
found a poor, sick, colored woman. She was 
eager to get a Bible and said she had wanted 
one a long time, but that no one had been by 
with Bibles and she had not been able to get 
out to buy one. She could not see very well 
and emptied all her little store into my lap to 
be counted, saying she didn’t know if she had 
enough money to pay for the large-print 
Bible she wanted. She asked me to find the 
Ten Commandments and mark them for her, 
which I did, and left her happy with her new 
treasure. 

I found a family with no Bible in the 
home, the mother ill, unable to care for her 
family’s comfort. Her husband was thrift- 
less, and, as she said, her boyof ten or 
eleven was her main dependence. He cooked, 
nursed and looked after the household gen- 
erally, and his little face brightened at sight 
of the books. His mother said wistfully that 
she wished she was able to get a Bible for 
him—it would be such a comfort to: have him 
read to her as she lay in bed. I wrote the 
little boy’s name in a small Bible and gave it 
to him, telling him of the work of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, and the gratitude on the 
faces of mother and son is another pleasant 
memory. Later in the day, passing the house, 
I saw through the window the child seated 
beside his mother with the open book in his 
hand.

In fact, in many cases (from the 
reports I have gathered) these sweet mes- :

help many darkened homes. I always give. 
them, and after giving pray in the presence 
of the receivers that God might use this 
means of converting these precious children 
to Jesus. I got out of a supply, and when 
visiting one school I told them that I would, 
when I came around again, bring those who. 
had no copy of the Bible in their homes a 
copy for each. One fine-looking boy waited 
six months for my return, and, remembering 
my promise, came fifteen miles to my office 
and said he could wait no longer and wanted 
what I had promised him. Of course I did 
not turn him down but went right to the 
bookstore and bought him a nice Bible for 
$1.25 and wrote his name on the front page, 
and noted certain texts, and with a prayer for 
his father and himself (for his father was 
with him) he left—a happy boy. Neither his 
father nor mother could read‘or write, and he 
promised to read to them in the future. I 
give this as an example of what I am doing 
in my visits to the schools of my county.”’ 


Bibles for the Soldiers 


Owing to the mobilization of troops early 
in the year in Richmond and other cities of 
our Agency, we had a fine opportunity for 
ministering to the spiritual wants of many of 
these young men. We regret that on account 
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of insufficient funds we could not do all we 
had the opportunity to do, but in spite of this 
handicap we distributed among the soldier 
boys about 5,000 copies of Testaments and 
portions. In this work in Richmond we had 
the cordial co-operation of the state Y.M.C.A. 
and the help of some voluntary workers, while 
at other points the work was done through 
similar agencies. It was reassuring to re- 
ceive sO many expressions of appreciation 
from numbers of the men to whom these 
Scriptures were given. 


Mr. J. W. Barrett has labored throughout 
the year with headquarters at Asheville, N.C. 
The following items show what he has been 
about: 


During the past year I have visited more 
than one hundred towns, county seats, lumber 
camps, sawmills, cotton mills and public 
works—also visiting quite a number of jails 
and convict camps. I have found my work 
with the churches and Sunday schools most 
interesting, and have received good support 
from the pastors and Sunday-school officers. 


Trading a Testament for a Pack of Cards 


I was walking down a street in Asheville, 
N. C., my own home town, and saw two girls 
on a porch playing cards. I walked up and 
began talking to them about the Bible. I 
asked one what she would take for her cards; 
she told me that she didn’t want to sell them. 
Then I agreed to give her a Testament for 
them and she accepted my proposition. I 
took the cards and burned them in her own 
cook stove. A gentleman who was there and 
witnessed the transaction came forward and 
said, ‘Girls, I am glad that this Bible-man 
came along and I hope this will be an event 
in your lives that you will never forget.”’ 
They promised to give up card playing and 
devote more time to reading the Bible. 


Many Needs Discovered 


Out in the mountainous sections I find 
selling Bibles a hard proposition. Many of 
the people are not able to buy. Their fami- 
lies are large, and in several homes I find full- 
grown children who have never read a line in 
the Bible or even been inside of a Sunday- 
school room. I have been so far in this re- 
mote section that I have found old women 
who told me they had never seen a railroad. 
I wish I had plenty of money, so that I might 
spend the rest of my days in this particular 
section of the country, giving them Bibles and 
teaching them the love of Jesus Christ. I feel 
that it is places like this that need attention, 
and here I could live just the kind of life that 
would please me best.

HIS picture of Master John Mifflin Hood, 
3rd, has been furnished us by his grand- 
mother, Mrs. John Mifflin Hood, of Baltimore, 
Md., in connection with a gift of $10,000 
which she has recently made to the Society 
as a Memorial to him.

The re- 
port of the South Atlantic Agency (printed 
above) will show how well such a gift can be 
used in Virginia. 

Mrs. Hood’s grandson was a child of rare 
promise and beauty, as the picture sufficiently 
testifies; but no picture could adequately por- 
tray the religious atmosphere that encom- 
passed him from the beginning. At the age of 
seven he had memorized and recited perfectly 
the 5th, 6th and 7th chapters of St. Matthew, and 
at eight years and eight months made his pro- 
fession of faith in the Presbyterian Church, 
showing in his examination before the Session 
a remarkable understanding of the gospel. 
That summer he lost his life by drowning, in 
a Boys’ Camp, at Sussex, N.Y. A special 
train took his father to the place and for three 
days and nights the most anxious search was 
made for some trace of the little body. At 
last the pond was dynamited and it rose to the 
surface, unmarred and unchanged. Just how 
the tragedy happened never has been made 
quite clear to those whose hearts were broken 
by it. All they know is that it pleased God 


to take him in this strange way, and now his » 


grandmother wishes to have his memory live 
always by a perpetual Memorial securing the 
wide distribution of God’s Holy Word. One 
can but think of Longfellow’s matchless lines. 
We might say of him almost in the very 
words that the poet sung of another much- 
loved child: 


He is not dead, the child of our affection, 

But gone into that school 

Where he no longer needs our poor protection, 
And Christ himself doth rule.

Some Glimpses of China 
Rev. Alfred Alf, Canton, China 


HE Rev. Alfred Alf, the Society’s Agent 

in Canton, sends two articles, both of 
which, from different standpoints, picture not 
only his work but that with which it is so 
closely enlisted. He is one of the missionary 
body. The Bible Agent and the church mis- 


sionary are mutual helpers. The Bible Society 


and the Y. M. C. A. are also fellow-helpers. 


Mr. Alf writes of a recent journey: 
A Trip to Ku-Lo. 


I rose at 5.30 this morning and got. ready — 


to go to Ku-Lo, 


an important town in the — 
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Hok-Shaan district, distant from six to eight 
hours, by boat, southwest of Canton. The 
purpose of our trip was to find a house suit- 
able for a chapel or preaching hall, while 
selling Scriptures at the same time. My col- 
porteur, Tse Tsik-kei, came with me. We 
boarded the Shiu-Hing passage boat scheduled 
for 7 o’clock a. m., but which did not start 
until about 8 o’clock. These boats do not 
run strictly on time. 

While waiting for the boat to start book- 
sellers and newsboys (or men) were busy 
showing their wares. One newsman while 
offering his papers for sale thrust a most ob- 
scene picture in my face. I regret very much 
that I had no power to arrest him for this 
indecent act and deprive him of it. All I 
could do was to give him a piece of my

mind and drive himoff. The devilis evidently 
hard at work to seduce the people of China. 
How urgent the need to distribute the Word 
of Truth among them, in order to counteract 
the influence for evil of such pictures and 
other efforts at corruption, is apparent from 
this incident. We must appeal to the nobler 
side of man, to his better self, by the Word of 
Truth, in order to counteract the appeal of evil 
to his passions. But what can a handful of 
consecrated men and women do among the mil- 
lions of China, while the way of life is so 
narrow and hard to walk in and the way of 
death is so broad and wide and easy to tread! 
To convert this people to the way of truth 
and of life is a Herculean task and wholly be- 
yond the power of man to achieve. We can- 


o 
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not accomplish this great work in our own 
strength. 

Our case is very similar to that of Paul fac- 
ing the great Roman Empire, with all its 
corrupt ‘and evil influences appealing to the 
heart of man. He stood, as it were, alone, 
facing that mighty combination of evil. Yet 
he was not afraid of the foe or ashamed of his 
mission. ‘Though weak and almost alone he 
was in the possession of a power by far might- 
ier than that of the Roman Empire by which 
to combat this stronghold of wickedness. 
That power is still active, while the Roman 
Empire has disappeared from earth long 
ago. It is this power of God, the gospel 
message of salvation, that we are endeavor- 
ing to introduce among the people in order 
to correct the evil effects of sin and reveal to 

them the higher aim in life. 

About one hundred years 
ago, when America was be- 
ing settled, many of the 
settlers were not men of 
high religious aims, and 

Christian people felt the 

need of strong measures to 

hold the settlements for 

God. One of these natural 

expedients was the organi- 

zation of the American Bible 

Society, with the object of 

putting the Bible into the 

hands of the new settlers. 

The conditions then were 

very different in America 

from what they are in China, 
now, but we are trying to 
do here just what our breth- 
ren have all these years 
been trying to do in Amer- 
ica. ' 
Two days ago a splendid 
_ pile of buildings was dedi- 
catedto God for the use of the 
Y.M.C.<A.,in this great city, and it was called 
the Morrison Memorial, in memory of Dr. 
Robert Morrison, the first Protestant mis- 
sionary to China, who landed in Canton not 
far from the site of these buildings, in 1807. 
The speaker on that occasion laid much stress 
upon the fact that Dr. Morrison translated the 
Bible into the Chinese language. The Bible 
is the foundation on which all mission work 
is built. For the Y.M.C.A. the Bible has a 


special significance in its power of uplift of 


China’s young men, who in turn are its best 
asset in its pursuit of happiness, liberty, just 
laws and good government. To aid any 
country in the attainment of these essentials 
is, besides being a great work, at the same 
time a most blessed privilege. 
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Anxious to do for China what it was doing 
in this direction for America, the American 
Bible Society has been translating, printing 
and circulating the Bible in this great new 
republic for the last eighty-three years. The 
usual as well as the most simple way of esti- 
mating the work done during that time is to 
count the number of volumes printed and dis- 
tributed and the amount of money contributed. 
But possibly a better way is to estimate the 
work done in the progress of the people 
among whom the Bible is an ever-active 
factor for good. Great spiritual and political 
changes have taken place in this land during 
that time, a large portion of which should be 
credited to the work of the American Bible 
Society. Yet its labor has but just begun. 
Greater efforts must be made in the future 
than have been made in the past, that its 
government may be established on the solid 
foundation of the Word. of God. No nation 
can long do without the Bible, the Word of 
God, and maintain its proper place of power 
and influence in the family of nations on the 
earth. China, to secure that place of influ- 
ence and power in the world of nations she 
needs, must have the Bible. The American 
Bible Society is one of several Bible societies 
operating inthis land. Contributing toward 
its funds will proportionately enable it to 
contribute its full share to the attainment of 
the end sought, a strong, an independent, a 
Christian China. 

Coming near the landing of our boat we 
found the dud for a long distance lined with 
soldiers with rifles and baggage, who during 
the night had come down from Shiu-hing, for 
some time the temporary capitol of the pres- 
ent governor during the local revolution last 
summer. Having shifted his capitol, his sol- 
diers, representing the power he wields, must 
of necessity shift with him. Without them 
he would be weak like other men, and would 
not be able to enforce his mandates. With- 
out them probably only few of his subjects 
would remain loyal to his government. His 
power is a life-taking and not a life-giving 
one, and very different from that power of 
God unto salvation which we preach and teach 
the people how to wield. 

The rest of our journey was uneventful. 
We arrived in Ku-lo between two and three 
o’clock in the afternoon. The people of that 
place received us well. We put up with Dr. 
P’un Wo-paan, a native Christian practi- 
_tioner. He shared his office with a Christian 

tinsmith, and boarded us but could not lodge 
us. I found sleeping quarters in the garret 
of a native drug store, and my colporteur in 
a shop near the doctor’s office. Two Bible- 
women are quietly working among the 
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women there, and I had sent a preacher a few 
days ahead of us. We inspected the place as 
thoroughly as circumstances permitted. From 
the looks of things it must at one time have 
been a very prosperous community. It is 
one of the few places that the great flood of 
1915 did not reach, its dykes proving to be 
strong and well built. We tried to find a 
man willing to rent a house to us to be used 
as a chapel. But although the people were 
very nice to us they were not willing to do 
that. They were ready to rent houses to us 
for a reading room or anything else that we 
might want them for except a preaching hall. 
That was the limit. They are still doubtful 
as to the wisdom of accepting the gospel and 
giving it a place among themselves. Weleft 
the preacher and the Bible-women among 
them with the prayer and hope that they 
would soon prepare a place for the gospel 
among them. 


A Murdered Missionary 

Mr. Alf now has a different sort of story to 
tell, and a very sad one, but it is worth telling 
to show the conditions under which he and 
his fellow-laborers together must conduct 
their work. It is too long to be told in full, 
so we have abbreviated it. How acute the 
danger is from robbers may be shown by the 
fact that the Nga Yeo station master was 
unable to live where his duties called him 
because of these robbers, and the station had 
to be guarded by a division of ninety soldiers 
—the station master coming out by the first 
train in the morning from Canton, and leaving 
by the last train at night. 


The Rev. Paul Bettex, of the Pentecostal 
Mission, carried on work in various parts of 
the country, within easy reach of Canton. One 
of his stations was at Wang Lik, in the Tung 
Kun district, located about fifty miles below 
Canton, on the Canton-Kowloon Railway. 
Some of his fellow-workers were with him 
here, and among them was a colporteur of 
the American Bible Society—Lau Kam-Shing, 
alias Lau P’ing-Shang, by name. Lau Kam- 
Shing says that Mr. Bettex left the Wang Lik 
station at about one o’clock, p. m., on the 
28th of July, 1916, by train, for the purpose 
of going up to Canton to get some money for 
the use of his helpers. These helpers waited for 
over ten days for him to arrive at Canton. 
As he did not come they became anxious 
about him and sent letters of inquiry to the 
various chapels along the way. ‘The chapels 
replied in the negative. They had not seen. 
or heard of him. At that time there were 
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two political factions contending for suprem- 
acy, along the way, and it was feared that 
some evil had befallen him on his journey. 
Hence the colporteurs informed Mr. Alf of 
Itheir fears, since Mr. Bettex had not been 
heard of for about twenty days. Mr. Alf 
timmediately sent out two of his colporteurs 
to search, and also reported the case to the 
FHon. R.S. Pratt, H. B. M’s Vice-Consul, who 
‘in turn reported it to the civil governor. 

The Rev. H. O. T. Burkwal, of the British 
yand Foreign Bible Society, also sent Ling 
YMan-Kam to look forhim. Heand Lau Kam- 
-Shing searched along the railway and sta- 
ttions for about two weeks without result, 
eat which time Ling Man-Kam returned home 
sand Lau Kam-Shing continued the quest 
;alone. 

After a long search a native preacher was 
‘found who was able to tell of Mr. Bettex 
‘having been seen walking down the railroad 
track. Shortly afterward the report of a gun 
was heard, and the next day his body was 
seen lying near the gate of the village. The 
rising tide actually carried the corpse to the 
market place, and the shop people there 
collected some money to hire the people to 
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bury it. Somehow this sad story gives a 
suggestion of what is going on in the outlying 
regions of China, and what the life of 
missionaries, colporteurs and Bible Agents 
must be. They are generally thought of as 
leading a humdrum existence, but there is noth- 
ing humdrum about all this. Although it may 
not often happen, occasionally it does, so that 
great care must be exercised in sending out 
colporteurs, and instructing them what to do 
and what not to do. 

Mr. Bettex belonged to one of the missions 
that had no strong mission board at home to 
support it. He lived very simply, mostly on 
Chinese food, sometimes without food for 
days at a time—when no money was forth- 
coming from kind friends; so Mr. Alf writes: 
‘““The Chinese brethren loved him and acknowl- 
edged his unselfish devotion to the work of 
preaching the gospel of the Kingdom, for 
which he gave his life.’’ We are glad that 
our faithful Agent, who has been in our 
service for many years, could render this 
service. 


Christian Enthusiasm in Korea 


& 
RECENT issue of Zhe Churchman has 
this to say for Korea: 

A missionary from China recently went to 
Korea, and found at one mid-week prayer 
meeting 500, and at another 700 people in 
church. Inquiry showed that nearly all the 
Christians, even in country districts, could 
read the Bible; that half of them had a daily 
habit of private Bible study and prayer, that 
eighty per cent of them were engaged in per- 
sonal evangelistic work, and that Bible-study 
classes were the center of everything. These 
classes, of which there were 1,800 in one year, 
last for ten days. One of them enrolled 1,600 
men, who all paid their own expenses and 
even a small fee to cover light and heating. 
Half the teaching is done by unpaid laymen. 
A regular course of study is followed in these 
classes. This work is said to lie behind the 
remarkable revivals of spiritual life in Korea. 
In their social life Koreans still show a con- 
servative attachment to their traditional style 
of living. It is said that they can practically 
sit on a dinner plate, and can compress more 

into their houses than any other people on 
earth. A missionary who was lately waiting 
in a room eight feet by six feet high made 
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the following list: on the floor, two sickles, 
one bunch of stakes, two dirty stockings, 
one gourd, a lamp, some half-made straw 
shoes, one song book, one small basket, 
one large crock (full), three half-gourds, 
one Bible, one quilt, one pillow, a wooden 
block, one stick (use unknown), a basket of 
bean cakes, a pipe, rags, a brazier, half a doz- 
en trays of silkworms, flies, insects and dirt. 
On the walls: two Bible pictures, cigarette 
wrappers, tracts, a looking-glass, five letter 
pockets, an eyeglass case, a hat, a tin can (full), 
an oil jug, a tin cup, eight pairs of shoes, five 
earthen jugs, a satchel for a Bible, a sieve; 
and, on two poles, a sieve, a mat, a box, shoes, 
a book, several baskets of clothes, lot of rags, 
a Bible and song book, and four baskets full 
of beans and rice—the family larder. Nor 
was the ceiling neglected, for many articles 
hung from nails. In this room the people 
slept. It is said that about twelve million 
Koreans live in homes like the one described. 
It is not an attractive picture, but there is an- 
other which makes up for it all. 


To this may be added as one of the sources 
of this enthusiasm the following letter, just

received from Korea. It shows the way in 
which the Bible Society helps to create a con- 
gregation and goes along with it in its church 
life: 

“T have had the pleasure of being present at 
the dedication of the new church at Wonju, and 
presenting the congregation with a pulpit Bible 
in the name of the American Bible Society. 

“The trip was made by train, auto and mo- 
torcycle, more than one hundred miles being 
made by the latter conveyance. Bishop and 


“The Living Christ 


HE Rev. J. H. McLean, one of the mis- 
sionaries of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U. S. A. in Santiago, Chile, has pre- 
pared for the mission boards of his church 
one of the most valuable and interesting sur- 
veys of the Latin-American republics that has 
recently appeared. He discusses the land and 
its possibilities, the heritage of the people, 
the conditions in the nations at present, and 
Latin America as a mission field—referring 
to the Protestant pathfinders, etc. It is pre- 
pared particularly for Presbyterians, but will 
be equally interesting to other communions, 
whether they have missions in Latin America 
or not. 

It is especially interesting to Bible so- 
cieties to read—“‘ The political emancipation 
of Latin America is contemporaneous with 
the formation of societies for the translation 
and distribution of the Bible, from which the 
purest doctrines of human liberty are de- 
rived.’”’ He mentions the formation of local 
Bible societies, one of the notable events of 
those early days, auxiliary Bible societies 
being ‘‘ established in Buenos Ayres, Santiago, 
Valparaiso, Lima, Guayaquil, Quito and Bo- 
gota. This marked the beginning of effort 
on the part of the British and Foreign Bible 
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Mrs. Welsh made the entire round trip by 
motorcycle, and enjoyed it hugely. 

‘Since I had had the privilege of oversee- 
ing the work at Wonju fora year, and build- 
ing the first foreign house, it was a privilege 
to return and see the way in which the work 
had developed, and worship in the new and 
commodious brick church. 

‘“‘The American Bible Society has had a 
large share in bringing the Gospel to the 
people of that entire province, and the work 
is greatly appreciated.”’

Society to scatter the Word broadcast over 


Latin America.”’ 

He refers to Dr. Kidder’s work in Brazil, 
which was largely Bible circulation in LB3i; 
and to Mr. Pratt’s service in Columbia, which 
was a service of Bible translation as well as 
distribution, also to the bringing of the gospel 
to Bolivia by a colporteur of the American 
Bible Society, José Mongiardino, who died 


as a martyr and was refused burial in the 
cemetery—his body being interred outside 
the walls of Cotagaita, between the graves of 
a murderer and a suicide. Later—‘‘ Mr. An- 
drew Milne, the veteran Agent of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, in company with Francisco 
Penzotti, the intrepid Italian colporteur, vis- 
ited this grave and bared their heads and 
consecrated their lives anew to the service 
that had claimed their martyred brother. 
Two years later these two heroes of the 
Cross went around the entire continent sell- 
ing Bibles.’?’ He refers to Penzotti’s im- 
prisonment in Peru and says: ‘The full 
fruition of his suffering was reached in No- 
vember, 1915, when the constitution of Peru 
was amended so as to permit freedom of 
worship.’’ 

One of the most delightful references in the 
book is to Mr. Spencer, a member of the 
Board of Managers of the American Bible 
Society, whose name he does not give but to 
whom he refers when he says: “‘The best 
type of Christian salesman and engineer 
should be selected for foreign service. We 
have in mind the representative of a large 
New England hardware firm whose success 
in Latin America has been striking. He 
speaks Spanish fluently, has adapted himself 
wonderfully to Latin-American social and 
business usages, speaks truth and delivers 
truth in merchandise, confesses his Lord sim- 
ply and naturally in a score of ways, and 
cheers the hearts of all missionaries along his 
route.” . 

Our readers will be interested in reading 
his whole paragraph on Bible societies:

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It would be impossible to overstate the 
ccontribution of the Bible societies to the 
eevangelization of Latin America. James 
‘Thomson was the advance agent of the great 
| British and Foreign Bible Society, which has 
(done as much in opening missions as any 
| board. 

Dr. Andrew M. Milne, General Agent of 
ithe American Bible Society, has been called 
‘the Livingstone of South America, on account 
| of his long journeys among the Indian tribes 

through the unexplored interior. 

Without the preliminary scouting of the 
colporteur the missionary enterprise would be 
much more difficult. In order to sell the 
Bible it is necessary, first of all, to announce 
its contents and convince men that the Word 
of God is what they need for their highest 
welfare. The best Bible sellers are the best 
impromptu street preachers. Since it is a 
case of the single colporteur against the 
populace, he must be a man of unusual grace 
and tact to win over his hearers. The only 
complete record of the heroism of these men 
will be found in the heavenly register. Let 
us, in our fancy, follow them across the 
parched sands of the desert, toil with them 
across the uplands and over the mountain 
trails, suffer with them the privations that 
arise from heat and cold, from hunger and 
thirst, from fatigue and sickness, consider 
how ceaselessly they are persecuted and how 
poorly they are remunerated; then only shall 
we understand what men can do for a Master 
who gives them souls for their hire. 

Among these faithful servants of God there 
has not risen a greater than the worthy head 
of the La Plata Agency of the American 
Bible Society, the Rev. Francisco Penzotti. 
The narrative of his abundant labors would 
fill many a page and would make the most 
interesting reading. Stripes and imprison- 
ments have been his portion, but he still lives 
and has been permitted to rejoice over the 
growth of little groups to whom he first 
preached the unsearchable riches of Christ. 

He languished for nearly a year in a filthy 
felon’s cell in Callao, but the government of 
Peru, in 1915, amended the constitution so 
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that no man can be forbidden to preach Christ 
in all the republic. 

In his ingenuous style Mr. Penzotti writes 
of the general Romish attitude toward the 
sale of the Bible: “It is well known that the 
Roman Catholic clergy persecute the Scrip- 
tures more than Saul persecuted David, and 
they were able to destroy perhaps three- 
quarters of the copies we distributed in our 
earlier trips. 

“T have noticed that while the priests burn 
the Bibles, the people take their images of all 
sorts and sizes and put them into the fire, at 
the same time abandoning their sins.”’ 

The Bible is the precursor of the Christian 
church all over Latin America, and well do 
the hierarchy realize that the reading of the 
Bible means eventual separation from Rome. 
Gil Diaz, one of the oldest representatives 
of the British and Foreign Society in Chile, 
relates the following incident: ‘While I was 
offering my books for sale a well-dressed 
gentleman approached me, inquired the prices 
of all the Bibles I carried and finally bought 
them all. With his arms full of books he 
rushed to the river near by and threw them 
all into the stream. You ought to have seen 
the people scrambling after them and fishing 
them out of the shallow water.” 

On the Mosquito Coast, Central America, 
the Rev. Alexander Henderson, who was sent 
by a commercial firm in 1834, made his 
ministry one of Bible distribution and left a 
worthy successor in Frederick Crowe, who 
carried the Word up and down the coast at 
the risk of his own life. 


He adds, however, this quotation from the 
speech of a judge of the supreme court of 
Porto Rico, delivered at the Panama Con- 
gress: ‘But it is not enough to say to the 
poor descendant of the Incas—‘Love and 
respect all men as your brothers’—and then 
treat him as a slave. If we put the Bible into 
his hand, we must put with it our love and 
sympathy. If we invite him to live the 
Christian life, we must show him by our 
example what that life is.”’

evening of October 10th. Because of the ©

the attendance was not as large as expected, 
though there was a good audience and deep 
interest. Dr. Andrew Watson, senior mem- 
ber of the American Mission, having labored 
for more than half a century in Egypt, pre- 
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sided. He read selections from the one hun- 
dred and nineteenth Psalm and engaged in 
prayer. Three addresses followed. Dr.J.G. 
Hunt, a professor in the Theological Semi- 
nary, Cairo, spoke on “‘The Record of a 
Century.’ He gave a short history of the 
Bible Society, drawing attention to the re- 
cently published work of Dr. Dwight. He 
was followed by Mr. C. T. Hooper, of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, bearing 
“Greetings from the Mother Society.’’ He 
gave an eloquent address on the power of the 
Bible in Egypt, showing how much we owed 
to the American Bible Society for its work 
there. The last speaker was Dr. Zwemer, 
editor of the Moslem World and world-wide 
authority on mission work for Mohammedans. 
Dr. Zwemer gave a stirring address on “‘ The 
Power of the Bible.’’ He spoke of the Bible 
as a miracle both as regards its publication 
and circulation, and also in its dynamic in- 
fluence. 

Another special meeting celebrating the 
Centennial of the American Bible Society was 
held in Assiut on November 23rd. The large 
audience room of the Evangelical Church was 
crowded. ‘Two addresses were delivered, the 
first by Mr. Mitry Salib Deweiry, editor of 
The Huda, the organ of the Evangelical 
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Church in Egypt. He gave a masterly ad- 
dress on the influence of the Bible and was 
listened to with deep interest. Mr. Mikhail 
Bakhit, the Assistant Manager of the Ameri- 
can-Bible Society in Egypt, gave a very in- 
teresting and impressive address on the work 
of the Society in this land. During his ad- 
dress he fittingly introduced sixteen of the 
colporteurs, each of whom quoted a verse of 
Scripture showing the influence of God’s 
Word. A thrill of interest swept over the 
audience as one after another of the col- 
porteurs gave his Scriptural testimony. One 
of those present remarked the next day that 
the meeting was a great encouragement to 
the colporteurs, and that their position was 
distinctly elevated in the eyes of the public. 

The Rev. Maawad (pastor of the church) 
presided, and congratulated the church and 
himself on the privilege of having the Cen- 
tennial celebration in Assiut, remarking that 
he had learned many interesting things which 
he did not know before of the great work of 
the American Bible Society. 

On the following day a special meeting of 
the colporteurs was held, devoted largely to 
spiritual subjects for the encouragement of 
the workers and also to advice intended to 
make the work more efficient.

Centennial Echoes 

The Centenary celebrations of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society are now over, and already 
our minds and hearts are fixed on high ideals 
and great things for the new century. There 
has been occasion for rejoicing and much 
thanksgiving for the work accomplished and 
the results achieved. Observation and discus- 
sion have revealed more clearly than ever un- 
paralleled opportunities for the circulation of 
God’s written Word throughout the world. 

Before returning to Brazil, after devoting 
an entire year to the Panama Congress on 
Christian Work, in Latin America, and to the 
Centennial of the American Bible Society, I 
wish to call attention to a few things that may 
be of interest. In the journey of 17,500 miles 
by sea, and 22,500 by land, made in the period 
from January 11, 1916, to January 6, 1917, there 
have been opportunities for wide observation 


and occasions for many impressions. Expe- 
rience has deepened the conviction that the 
translation and world-wide dissemination of 
the Bible is a work of supreme importance; 
it is fundamental and indispensable to the 
evangelization of the world and in establish- 
ing a Christian civilization among men. 

I have been impressed by the fact that 
many who preach the gospel, and many more 
who hear its messages and enjoy its bless- 
ings, do not fully appreciate the purposes and 
work of the Bible Society. An incident or 
two may illustrate. 

On a Monday morning, after a Centenary 
address given Sunday night in a small Texas 
town, a gentleman met me on the street and 
expressed the profound interest that had been 
awakened in his heart. He said he was a 
regular contributor to all the claims presented 
by his church; that if everything he possessed 
was converted into cash he would not have 
more than a thousand dollars; and that he 
had already contributed what he thought he 
was able to give to the church for the year; 
but that, after having thought calmly on the 
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ubject, and enjoyedanight’s sleep, he wished 
o make one further contribution to the cause 
‘f the Bible Society. As he clasped my hand 
nd said good-by, with a tear coursing down 
is cheek, he left a ten-dollar bill in my hand. 
Te is only one of hundreds who have said to 
ne that they have not been in the habit of 
ontributing to the support of the American 
3ible Society because they have not known of 
ts great work. 

As I walked down from the platform, after 
mn address in a Florida town, a gentleman 
old me that some years ago he had been 
very much impressed when the question was 
isked in Quarterly Conference —‘‘What is 
jone for the American Bible Society ?’’—to 
-onstantly hear the answer—'’ Nothing as yet.”’ 
When he became a member of the Conference 
je decided that as long as he continued in that 
sapacity, and was present, he would never 
again permit his pastor to answer, ‘“‘Nothing 
as yet.’’ Several times since then he has had 
-o call a halt when that reply was about to go 
jown, and has made such an offering, him- 
self, as he was able to give, to fill in the blank! 
He had at this time given his contributions 
to the cause for the year, but after hearing 
further of the needs and the importance of 
the work of the Society he desired to add one 
more little offering. And he likewise left in 
my hand ten dollars. 

Instances like these could be multiplied to 
show that when the people become informed 
concerning the work of the Bible Society, and 
learn of its needs in the world fields, they 
gladly and liberally respond to its support. 
The pulpit and the press are the agencies to 
impart this information and to make the needs 
and opportunities known. The responsibility 
rests in a large measure with the pastors. 

It cannot be too often repeatedand too strong- 
ly stated that the work of the Bible Society is 
indispensable to foreign missions. No one 
board or mission could readily undertake the 
task of translating, printing and supplying 
the Bible for a given field. Experience has 
demonstrated over and over again the wis- 
dom, economy and efficiency of having a well- 
supported, non-denominational agency carry 
on this line of work both at home and abroad. 

It is to be regretted that the churches do 
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not always appreciate the value of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in its relation to their for- 
eign mission enterprises. As a rule, on the 
foreign field one translation of the Bible is 
made for all denominations; the work is done 
economically and the Scriptures are furnished 
readily to all missionaries and native workers 
on fair and easy terms. It should be remem- 
bered, also, that the colporteurs of the Bible 
Society are often the pioneers in making 
known the gospel and are always the ready 
helpers of the missionaries. The progress 
and extension of missions is dependent upon 
the work of the Bible Society. The churches 
and Christian friends must supply the funds 
needed for this important world-wide work. 
The Bible is indispensable to missionary suc- 
cess, and the missions look to the Bible So- 
ciety for their supplies. Neglect or failure in 
furnishing adequate supplies of the Bible on 
the mission fields, as well as at home, is detri- 
mental to the progress of the kingdom of 
Christ. No Christian church interested in 
foreign missions can afford to neglect or 
lightly consider the claims of the Bible So- 
ciety upon the liberality of its membership. 

The present world disturbance and the con- 
ditions prevailing throughout Europe add 
urgency and great emphasis to the opportu- 
nities and needs now before the Society. 

The Christian people of the United States 
are enjoying peace, and an unusual financial 
prosperity; they are abundantly able just now 
to fill the treasury of the Bible Society with 
the funds necessary to supply the Scriptures 
to the millions who are stretching out their 
hands and seeking the light. It reflects detri- 
mentally, therefore, upon the loyalty and 
Christian character of the people to have the 
Bible Society at this crisis of opportunity and 
need diminish its work in all foreign mission 
fields. It is especially unfortunate and dis- 
couraging at a time when the summing up of 
a century’s work makes such a splendid show- 
ing, and when all who are engaged in this 
great enterprise should be able to turn their 
faces toward the new century with hope and 
quickened zeal. Bea. 

Will God’s people in prosperous America 
allow these needs to go unmet and these op- 
portunities unheeded ?—

Tur receipts from the four principal sources 
of benevolence for December, 1916, as com- 
pared with December, 1915, show an increase 
in the totals, though the legacy receipts are 
less and the gifts from individuals likewise. 
The year being now completed we are able to 
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say what the receipts from all sources have 
been for the year 1916 as compared with the 
year 1915 as a whole. It will be seen that 
there is an increase of $60,192.91. Each of 
the four sources shows a marked increase, 
which is greatly encouraging. Nevertheless, 
the drain on the Society’s resources to keep 
up its work is so great that even with this 
increase we have been obliged to draw on the 
reserve funds of the Society so heavily that 
for 1917, as already stated in our columns, the 
appropriations have perforce been reduced.

THE New York Sun for January 6th makes 
as its leading editorial the seventh chapter of 
Proverbs, from the fourth to the twenty-sev- 
enth verses, under the heading—“ Moral Con- 
duct by a Respected Author of Enduring 
Fame.’’ There is no other note or comment; 
yet none is needed to suggest its application 
to a scandal ending in a murder and suicide 
that Has recently shocked the public. Such 
an editorial illustrates with singular vividness 
the power of the Bible to affect a whole com- 
munity. The editor of the Suz has done well 
to cite this pungent picture of sin and its end: 
Would that every fast young man might read 
and profit ! 


On the Sunday afternoon which closed the 
week of prayer, in the First Methodist Epis- 
copal Church of. Martinsburg, W. Va., the 
Berkeley County Auxiliary Bible Society 
held its annual meeting. Owing to the sud- 
den cold and the slippery condition of the 
sidewalks, the attendance was not large. 
However, the service was inspiring. The 
president, Mr. Lee M. Bender, made an ad- 
dress giving a historical sketch of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, illustrating his remarks 
with some personal reminiscences that pro- 
duced a profound impression. 

One of these incidents narrated by Mr. 
Bender goes back to the time of the Civil 
War. A lady in Martinsburg, whose sympa- 
thies were with the South, was engaged to a 
northern man. She refused to accept an en- 
gagement ring, but did accept the value of a 
ring, with which she bought Bibles. These 
she had boys hand out to the soldiers as they 
passed through the public square, regardless 
of the direction from which the troops came. 

A great truth in regard to the labors{of a 
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Bible society Mr. Bender set forth in his ad- 
dress, when speaking of the effects of Bible 
distribution. He said: “‘ To follow the growth 
and activities of the Bible society is to follow 
the growth of our nation and to discover the 
source of her strength. Review the work of 
the society and all the arguments of skeptics 
and scoffers against the divine origin of the 
Bible vanish into thin air. It is an absolute 
waste of time to argue the question. Give 
the Bible the slightest chance and it speaks 
for itself, in the lives of men and women who 
come under its influence.”’ 

The meeting as a whole might well serve 
as a model to other auxiliary societies which 
cast about for means of making their influence 
felt upon communities where the magnitude of 
the Bible work is comparatively little known. 


From the American Board comes this word: 

““Our correspondence with our missionaries 
in Austria has been more or less interrupted, 
but we hear from them that they are in fairly 
good health and as busy as ever in the good 
work of spreading the truth. No small part 
of their influence is exerted through the in- 
strumentality of the printed page.”’ 

Dr. Porter also writes: 

““We appreciate this appropriation, now, 
when opportunities are widely extended 
throughout Austria for reaching the people 
with the simple message of the gospel of Christ. 
Our missionaries write that they have never 
seen such eagerness to get hold of the Book, 
and to know what the message actually is.’’

Mr. Irwin, of Siam, writes from Lakawn, 
recently, as follows: 

“‘T have had an interesting tour of the La- 
kawn churches and the Karen villages in the 
mountains of the southern part of Chiengmai 
Province. Spent one day only with them, 
but put into their language in the Lao char- 
acter John 3:16. One of the recent converts 
read and expounded it to an attentive audi- 
ence at evening worship. The American Bap- 
tist Mission of Burma has the New Testament 
in Karenese, but it is not available here be- 
cause no one can read it. The Presbyterian 
Mission has the beginning of what seems a 
promising work among this people. About 
two years ago these villages sent a delegation 
of seven leading men to ask Mr. Freeman, of 
Lakawn, to instruct them in Christianity. He 
could not well refuse, though it makes a prob- 
lem for the Mission. From the following 
rendering in English you will see that our 
translation is not very exact. It runs as fol- 
lows: God loved man already sent son go 
already whoever believes not die once yet 
live continuing.”’ 


February, 1917 


THE Secretary of the Editorial Department 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society in- 
forms us of the sudden and unexpected death 
of the Rev. William Summers, for many years 
the agent of their Society in Spain. All our 
friends in America will be especially inter- 
ested in Mr. Summers because he has been 
the host, so to speak, of the Joint Committee 
representing the American Bible Society and 
the British and Foreign Bible Society in the 
revision of the Spanish New Testament. 
When the committee first assembled in Puerta 
de Santa Maria he was there to greet them, 
and to make every arrangement possible for 
their comfort. Later when they moved to 
Madrid, and were nearer his headquarters, he 
proved himself an unfailing supporter and 
helper in all their work. To him was en- 
trusted the setting up and bringing out of the 
tentative edition which will soon be available 
for those who are interested in this Spanish 
version. The Rev. Henry C. Thomson, D.D., 
chairman of the Joint Committee on the 
Revision of the Spanish Scriptures, in a 
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letter dated December 27, 1916, writes: ‘I 
am glad I have already spoken to you of his 
uniform kindness, his unswerving fidelity, 
his well-poised judgment and his great 
power as a spiritual force in Madrid and in 
all Spain.’’ 

Secretary Haven had the pleasure of meet- 
ing Dr. Summers when he was in Madrid, on 
his way to the Edinburgh Conference in 1910, 
and found him a most gracious and delightful 
friend. He occupied the post made memora- 
ble by the illustrious Borrow, whose “‘ Bible 
in Spain’’ is known the world around. 

WE are very deeply grieved to see recorded 
in the press the death of Dr. George W. 
Bailey, on the 19th of December, 1916. Dr. 
Bailey was at one time the president of the 
World’s Sunday School Association, and 
deeply interested in this and all similar activ- 
ities. It is a pleasure to recall that at one 
time he informed us that he was in early days 
in the service of the American Bible Society 
in Mexico. 


Snows and Blizzards in Two Agencies 


HE following, recently received 
from Dr. Ragatz, the Society’s 
Western Agent, gives a picture of the _ 
physical struggles which an Agent must 
sometimes make in sucharegion. The 
picture comes from Oregon, where simi- 
lar conditions prevail. 


I have just returned from a glorious 
trip into Wyoming. I did everything 
I could to be there in time for the first 
blizzard—drove across country twenty- 
six miles, when the thermometer was 
eighteen below zero! On Sunday the 
warmest it got was four below, at noon, 
with eighteen below toward evening. 
Yet I was able to make four points 
on a prosperous circuit; and, strange 
to say, ranchmen drove in—on a day 
when the snow was blowing until you 
could not see across the street, and 
the thermometer as low as already 
stated—drove in from four to four- 
teen miles, so that we had a house full. 

I have an idea that among some of these 
ranchmen, who own in some cases thousands 
of cattle, we might find someone who would 
feel led to help our work. I intend to look 
into this matter very carefully, but at pres- 
ent do not think I will make another trip at the 
same time that a blizzard is on the programme!

COPY of “The Centennial History of 

the American Bible Society’’ was sent 

by one of our Vice-Presidents to the Rev. 

Dr. Charles Hastings Dodd, pastor of the 

Second Baptist Church of Germantown, Phila- 

delphia. With the permission of Dr. Dodd, 

we copy some of his kind words about the 

work of the Society, as well as about the 

book—which outlines the first century of that 
work. 

Dr. Dodd writes: ‘“‘Bibles abound in our 
time, and it is hard for one to think back to an 
era when communities almost as great as sin- 
gle states had scarcely a copy within their 
bounds. What an amazing and thrilling work 
this Society has wrought! That meeting in 
New York, when Samuel J. Mills sat ona back 
seat and waited to see what the warring theo- 
logians would do about giving the Bible from 


which they had drawn the weapons of their 
conflict to the common people, everywhere, is 
splendidly described; and it forms a picture 
of surpassing beauty and interest. I doubt if 
a more epoch-making meeting ever assembled 
on our shores.”’ 

In a letter written to the author of the Cen- 
tennial History, a few days later, Dr. Dodd 
adds: ‘“‘Iam finding your book a storehouse 
of valuable things. It is a work of tremen- 
dous revelations as to the progress of Bible 
diffusion, and will prove an eye-opener, so to 
speak, to many like myself who have not pos- 
sessed the facts heretofore.’’ 

We quote these remarks because we believe 
that pastors in all parts of the land might find 
in this History suggestions for sermons onthe 
Bible, and on several other topics besides the 
work of missions and Bible societies.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE ninth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its one hundred and first year was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 
York, Thursday, January 4, 1917, at 3.30 p. m., 
President James Wood in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. William V. Kelley, D.D., who read 
the first Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 
William Phillips Hall, chairman of the 
special committee appointed at the last meet- 
ting, read the following minute on the death 
of Vice-President Joshua L. Baily, which was 
approved and adopted by a rising vote: 


Death once more has removed from us a Vice- 
President honored and beloved. Joshua L. Baily, 
born in Philadelphia, in June, 1826, died at Ardmore, 
Pa., on the 6th of December, 1916, in the ninety-first 
year of hisage. He became a member of the Board 
of Managers of the American Bible Society in 1905, 
and eight years later was elected Vice-President of 
the Society. 

Mr. Baily was a notable member of this Board ; his 
presence was commanding, his manner courtly, his 
judgment weighty, and his business insight most 
keen. Whenever he spoke on any matter of business 
in hand his quiet, deliberate utterance gripped the 
attention of his associates. 


Back of his lively interest in all the problems of the 
Bible Society was a long history of service to his city, 
his state, and the national government, in movements 
to better the conditions of his fellow-men. He was 
President and for more than sixty years an active 
member of the Pennsylvania Prison Society and the 
Philadelphia Society for Organizing Charity. During 
the Spanish-American War he was a member of the 
National Relief Commission and chairman of its Com- 
mittee on Supplies, making frequent visits to camps 
and hospitals, and rendering distinguished service to 
the government in this connection. The American 
Peace Society, the American Tract Society, and many 
other benevolent, educational, and patriotic organ- 
izations besides our own Bible Society are bereft in 
his death. 

Mr. Baily was an ardent lover of nature and thor- 
oughly enjoyed his summers spent in the Pocono 
Mountains. He made it a practice to plant a certain 
number of trees every year. Almost the last act of 
his long and beautiful life, only two or three days 
before its end, was the planting of some fifty trees, he 
showing the exact place and the method of setting 
each one. , 

We may for ourselves regret that this friend and 
fellow- worker has been taken from us; yet we cannot 
but join in the sentiment of one of the papers of his 
city, which said of him: ‘‘From the midst of his 
many activities, surrounded by his devoted children, 
grandchildren, and great-grandchildren, after a life 
of unselfish devotion to the welfare of others, one of 
God’s noblemen has passed into the light.’’ 


The President announced a donation by 
Mrs. John Mifflin Hood, of Baltimore, for the 
establishment of a permanent fund in memory 
of her grandson, to be known as the “‘ Master 
John Mifflin Hood, 3rd, Memorial Fund,” and 
the Board voted to accept this fund under the

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terms of the proposed agreement, offering its 
thanks to Mrs. Hood for the portrait of her 
grandson, John Mifflin Hood, 3rd. 

It was voted to increase the subscription 
price of the Brnte Society REcorD to one 
dollar a year and ten cents for a single copy. 

The following grants in aid of Bible work 
in different foreign missions were approved: 
To the Methodist Episcopal Missions in Ger- 
many, $700; in Switzerland, $250; in Italy, 
$100; in Finland, $50; in Sweden, $50; in 
France, $50; in Russia, $50; in Denmark, 
$50; to the mission of the American Board 
in Austria, $300; to the missions of the Re- 
formed Church in America, in Arabia $400, 
and in the Arcot District of South India $100; 
to the Bible Society of France, $250; to the 
Evangelical Society of Geneva, $200; to the 
Belgian Bible Society, $50. 

Delegates were appointed to represent the 
Society at the approaching meeting of the 
Foreign Missions Conference to be held at 
Garden City, beginning January 9th. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments of Scriptures to Foreign Agencies 
during the month of December: 

To Brazil, 6,619 volumes, valued at 
$1,109.02; to Central America, 7,115 volumes, 
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valued at $946.59; to Mexico, 13,862 volumes, 
valued at $976. 72: to West Tete 349 oars 
umes, valued at $162.16. Total, 27,945 vol- 
umes, valued at 3,194.49. 


The issues font the Bible House during 


the month of December were 193,967 vol- 
umes.
